(u.s.) STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Canaan, in said 
State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house 
in said town, on the twelfth day of March next, at ten ofthe 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

Article 1. To choose by ballot one member of the 
Constitutional Convention to be holden at Concord. 

2. To choose by ballot town officers for the 
ensuing year, including clerk, treasurer, three selectmen, 
overseer of the poor, collector of taxes, three highway 
agents, one library trustee for three years and one trustee 
of trust funds for three years. 

-3. To choose by major vote surveyors of lum- 
ber, measurers of wood and bark, weighers of hay and’ 
straw, fence viewers, cemetery agents, auditors and all 
other necessary town officers. 

4. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to the compensation of the collector of taxes and 
the limitation of time of settlement with the town. 

5. To see if the town will vote to havea liquor 
agent for the ensuing year. 

6. To see if the town will vote to apply for State 
and Federal aid for trunk line construction. 

7. To see if the town will vote to raise such 
sums of money as may be necessary to defray town ex- 
peuses, including maintenance of the poor, salaries and 
expenses of the town officers, expenses of Municipal court, 
Police department, Health dc partment, Forest Fire depart- 
ment, Highway department, Cemeteries, including cost of 
driving hearse, and other necessary expenses. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of Twenty-five Hundred dollars ($2,500.00) to pay 
outstanding notes and interest on the same. 
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9. Tosee if the town will vote to raise the sum cf 
Hight Hundred and Seventy-seven Dollars and Highty 
cents ($877.80) for Trunk Line maintenance. 

10. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$769.25 for the maintenance of existing State Aid Roads. 

11. Tio see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$100.00 in addition to the sum required to be raised by law 
for the Public Library. 

12. To see if the town will vote to give a discount 
on taxes paid on or before July Ist. 

| 13. Toseeit the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract for twenty additional electric lights 
for the several villages and appropriate money therefor. 

14. Toseeif the town will vote to instruct the 
Highway Agents to expend one third of the money allotted 
to them by the Selectmen, in the reconstruction of old roads 
with crushed stone. 

15. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees or Officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto.

Concord, January 2, 1918. 

To School Boards and Superintendents: 

The attention of school officers is called to an amend- 
ment to the Public Statutes by the last General Court. 

‘The fiscal year of town and special school districts 
beginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, 
and thereafter the fiscal aud the scholastic year shall end 
August 31, annually.’ . 

This change was approved by the Governor on April 
4, 1917. Practically all school meetings had been held 
and in few instances would the appropriations be sufficient 
to carry on the schools for the extra six months. Your at- 
tention is called to this matter so that there may be sufh- 
cient appropriations made at the coming school meetings 
to support the schools until August, 1919. 


School Meetings 


It is advised that the report of the school board con- 
cerning conditions of schools of the district be made to the 
district at the annual school meeting. This may well in- 
clude a report of the finances to date of meeting but it is to 
be noted that as the year does not close until August 31, 
the annual financial report cannot be made before that date. 

This annual financial report should be presented at the 
school meeting of 1919.
